Upland, Montclair, Alta Loma and 
Cucamonga residents will vote Tuesday 
on a tax override to increase the base 
revenue limit for the Chaffey Union High 
School District. £ 

The district will face a $1.8 million 
deficit in 1975-76 if the override measure 
fails, according to chief accountant 
Parley Hansen. 

The override is necessary to maintain 


the district's educational programs at 
the same level, he said. Senate Eill 90 
requires the district to cut this year’s 
expenditures of $21,515,394 to $19,285 837 
for next year unless voters give the 
district permission to collect more 
revenue. 

In the tax override, the trustees are 
asking for 54.42 cents more per $100 
assessed valuation for 1975-76. That 
would increase to 70 cents in 1976-77 and

Citizens residing in San Bernardino 
County outside of any city or fire district 
will be asked to vote March 4 on 
increasing the tax rate ceiling for fire 
protection service, according to 
battalion chief Fred chmidt. 

The measure, Proposition F on the 
ballot, requests an increase of 15 cents in 
the tax rate which would allow a 
maximum increase over three years to 
3554 cents per $100 of assessed 
evaluation. 

Fire protection in County Service Area 
38 is contracted by the County of San 
Bernardino to the California Division of 
Forestry, and serves San Antonio 
Heights and the county area on the west 
side of Upland. The tax rate was frozen 
by Senate Bill 90 of 1972. 

County Service Area 38 has lost 
approximately $12 million in assessed 
valuation in the last three years because 
of annexations to cities or other fire 
protection jurisdictions.

$1.8 million 
allocated 


The San Bernardino County 
Board of Supervisors Monday 
approved a housing and 
community development plan 
for the county and nine Cities, 
including Upland and 
Montclair, to be funded with 
$1.8 million in federal funds 
next fiscal year 

The supervisors requested 
the county housing and 
community development 
department to submit an 
application for block grant 
funds under the Housing and 
Community Development Act 
signed by President Ford late 
last year. 

Upland is expected to receive 
$122,000 during the first year of 
the three-year grant program. 
Upland plans to spend $35,000 on 
a housing survey and $87,000 on 
a senior citizen center. 

Montclair’s first-year share 
of the block grant is $90,000, 
including $63,000 for increased 
enforcement of the city’s 
housing codes. 

Ontario Supervisor Dan 
Mikesell had asked that housing 
and community development 
for the county include land 
acquisition for a $291,000 


Cucamonga community center 
in the first year of the funding 
program 

However, Ann Siracusa, 
coordinator for the housing and 
community development 
department, told the 
supervisors Monday funding for 
the land acquistion would not be 
available until fiscal year 1976- 
77, 


The county will begin a pilot 
program in Cucamonga during 
1975-76 to provide homeowners 
with a $500 home repair 
subsidy. 

Under the program, elderly 
homeowners in Cucamonga 
may hire selected contractors 
to repair their homes and to be 
reimbursed up to $500 by the 
county. 

The county housing and 
community development plan 
also includes a vacant building 
program for Cucamonga and 
Los Serranos — under which 
vacant houses will either be 
rehabilitated or demolished. 

The county hopes to begin 
receiving funds for the housing 
and community development 
plan by July.

The 
homemaker also assists with 
the supervision of infants and 
child care. 

Through a visiting nurse 
discharge coordinator in area 
hospitals, the patients and their 
families can be assisted in 
making plans for continuing 
care after discharge from the 


hospital.

The City of Montclair has 
granted the Ontario-Montclair 
School District. $17,500 in 
Federal job-development funds 
under the Comprehensive 
Employment Training Act 
(CETA), to be used primarily 
in schools within the Montclair 
City boundaries 

The Montclair City Council, 
in response to a request by 
Supt. Jack J. Jones, voted to 
grant Ontario-Montclair School 
District a portion of the funds 
allocated to the city by the 
federal government, under the 
CETA II and VI programs 

Jones told the City in a letter 
to City Manager Lauren 


Wasserman that a new county 
method of allocating these 
funds to school district has 
brought about a ‘‘drastic 
reduction” in allocations to the 
Ontario-Montclair School 
District 

In the past, funds allocated to 
school districts by the county 
were based on the size of each 
school district in relation to 
other county districts, but the 
new method of allocation is 
based on population in 
unincorporated areas covered 
by the districts. Under the new 
method, Jones said, school 
districts must ‘‘approach cities 
within their boundaries for 





direct allocation to cover the 
incorporated areas served by 
the school districts.” 

Jones pointed out that other 
area cities are also cooperating 
with their school districts. The 
City of San Bernardino has 
made such an allocation to San 
Bernardino Unified School 
District, Redlands to Redlands 
Unified, and Chino to the Chino 
Unified School District. 

Ontario-Montclair hopes to 
receive an even greater amount 
of CETA funds from the City of 
Ontario. Ontario, being much 
larger than Montclair, is 
allocated approximately three 
times more funding under 








CETA II and VI than Montclair, 
according to Inland Manpower 
figures. 

The cities will not lose any of 
the allocation monies, Jones 
has pointed out, ‘‘because the 
jobs will still be created right 
here in this area, and will be 
filled by area people. I can 
guarantee that CETA people 
hired by this district will serve 
a very worthwhile function.” 

CETA is a job-opportunity 
program, funded by the Federal 
government to create jobs for 
the unemployed. Cities’ 
allocations are based on their 
population and percentage of 
unemployment.

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Based on the novel and play 
‘The Clansmen” and ‘'The 
Leopard's Skin’ by Thomas 
Dixon, ‘The Birth of a Nation” 
is by any standard one of the 
most important films of all 
times. Griffith, the son of a 
Confederate Colonel. was im- 
pressed by Dixon's ‘The 
Clansmen’ because of its 
romantic view of the Old South, 
its bitter depiction of the 
devastation caused by the Civil 
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War and Reconstruction, and 
its sympathetic portrayal of the 
Klu Klux Klan. He poured all of 
his money and enormous 
energy into the project: the 
budget ($110,000), shooting 
schedule (9 weeks) and running 
time (130 minutes) were all un- 
precedented.

The film has 
always been controversial 
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because of its alleged racism,

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How much butterfat does 
milk really contain? Should 
milk be eliminated when a 
person goes on a reduced- 
calorie diet? 

Many people, it seems, have 
no idea of the butterfat content 
in milk, according to surveys 
conducted by the California 
Milk Advisory Board. When 
asked if whole milk contains 
3.5, 15 ot 50 per cent butterfat, 
many of the more than 30,000 
people surveyed answered 
either 15 to 50 per cent. 

The fact, however, is that

whole milk contains only 3.5 per 
cent butteriat. But this is only 
one of the misconceptions many 
people have about the contents 
necessary nutrients needed by 
of milk and dairy products. 


Because milk is considered 
‘“fattening’’, most people, 
especially women, tend to 
make it the first item on their 
list to cut down or even 
eliminate when dieting. 
Actually, one eight-ounce glass

Use prunes to add 
natural sweetness 


There may be times when you 
are looking for a sugar 
substitute. Have you thought of 
prunes? 

With the increasing cost of 
foods continuing, the average 
family budget is getting tighter 
as time goes on. As a result, the 
conscientious housewife is 
becoming more selective in her 
food purchases. 

One of the places where 
budgets may be trimmed is in 
the choice of .sweets. Sugar, 
while a valuable ingredient in 
certain foods, currently is 
expensive and adds weight 
without providing nutrition 

For the long haul, for money 
well spent, there are available 
a number of naturally sweet 
foods, notably fresh and dried 
fruits. Among the dried fruits, 
one of the least expensive is 
prunes. Naturally sweet they 
not only add sweetness to the 
diet but good nutrition as well, 
containing as they do valuable 
vitamins and minerals 

Prunes are an excellent 
source of iron, which has the 
capacity to be absorbed in the 
body and works with other 
nutrients to build new red blood 
cells as well as to restore old 
ones. 

Prunes are a fine source of 
Vitamin A and contribute to the 
daily needs for thiamine, 
riboflavin and niacin 

Instead of reaching for the 
sugar spoon, reach for the box 
of prunes. Sprinkle them, 
chopped, over hot or cold 
cereal, over ice cream instead 
of sweet sauces, over bowls of 
fresh fruit pieces, over cottage 
cheese, over or into pancakes, 
waffles or fritters. 

Use a little less sugar in your 
baking and add chopped prunes 
to provide natural sweetness 


Stew prunes with other fruits 
without sugar and see how 
lightly sweet the compote is 

Stew prunes until they 
become very soft and beat them 
in a puree. They thus become a 
delicately sweet spread for 
toast in the morning or for 
cream cheese sandwiches for 
lunch. 

Put prunes into the lunch box 
instead of sugary candies or 
other sweets 

Instead of the usual sweets, 
serve pitted prunes stuffed with 
nuts, coconut, dried fruits and 
cherries 

Stew prunes with plenty of 
water and use the sweet juice to 
glaze ham or other smoked 
meats. This juice also may be 
used to sweeten drinks or can 
be thickened into a syrup for 
French toast or pancakes.
